Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 21 recites a narrow limitation (measuring 
glucose for a period exceeding 360 days), while claims 22-23 broaden that limitation, 
causing a conflict as to what limitation is being claimed. Appropriate correction is 
required. 



Claims 21-24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
Claims 25-27 are allowed.
